Response to Amendment 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Oflfice 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see pages 8 and 9, filed August 13, 2009, with respect to claims 
27-39 and 42-44 have been fiiUy considered and are persuasive. The objection to claims 37, 38, 
43, and 44 and the rejection of claims 27-36, 39, and 42 have been withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 45 directed 
to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claim 45 has been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 27-39 and 42-44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 27, the prior art, as best exemplified by US 6,335,869 to Branch et al., 
taken individually or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious an external electrical 
shielding penetrating a connector housing. 

Claims 28-39 and 42-44 are allowed due to dependence from allowed claim 27.
